THREE OAKS - Hopes of a 
financial windfall for this area 
have been put to pasture with 
the 
announcement 
that 
developers of a proposed multi- 
million dollar horse racing 
track have shelved plans for the 
project. 
Three Oaks real estate ayent 
Ben Drier said he was notified 
yesterday that backers of the 
track have not renewed their 
option on a 480-acre tract south­ 
west of here in Three Oaks 
township. 
Drier said the letter, from 
Hanley 
Dawson, 
wealthy 
Chicago car salesm an, said a 
feasibility study of the proposed 
track found that it “ just won’t 
work out in this area.” 
Contacted this morning. Drier 
predicted that, “ ...a lot of 
people will be disappointed” 
with the announcement. He ad­ 
ded that somt*. who had opposed 
the track, will also be happy 
with the news. 
Township officials and local 
businessmen had backed the 
proposal because of a predicted 
large increase in tax revenues 
and 
a 
boost 
in 
the 
local 
t economy. 
But others, including one 
church-related 
organization, 
had opposed the project because 
of 
moral 
objections 
to 
gambling. 
When plans for the $10 to $15 
million track, which would have 
featured thoroughbred and har­ 
ness racing, were first dis­ 
cussed, township officials said 
the township would receive a 
percentage of bets placed at the 
track which could have reached 
up to $630,000 per year 
In addition, the township 
would 
have 
received 
about 
$7,500 in property tax revenues,

church. 
The boy’s body was found late 
Tuesday in a ditch in Livonia, 
about IK miles from his home in 
this wealthy Detroit suburb. He 
was the seventh youngster to be 
abducted and killed in crim es 
that began or ended in Oakland 
County since January 
1975. 
Police say they think the sam e 
person was responsible for four 
of the murders. 
The King boy was sexually 
abused and there were m arks 
showing his hands and feet were 
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in taxes. 
The announcement came as 
no surprise to 44th District State 
Rep.

Spending Hit 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Too 
much state money is stili being 
spent needlessly at Michigan 
community colleges for leisure 
classes such as bartending, 
duck and goose hunting and 
holiday canning, says a state 
senator. 
Sen. Thomas Guastello, li­ 
ster ling Heights, told a news 
conference Friday that 
the 
legislature 
should 
reduce 
appropriations for the classes to 
a bare minimum. Gov. William 
Milliken 
has 
recom mended 
elim inating all funds for the 
classes. 
Guastello cited the following 
leisure classes offered at some 
of the 29 community colleges: 
Sewing, bartending, Chinese 
cooking, fiddling, how to buy a 
home, duck and goose hunting 
and calling, making wedding 
gowns, astrology fun for 3-, 4- 
and 5-year-olds, 
ham 
radio 
operation, 
holiday 
canning, 
figure control and weight loss 
and Chinese painting. 
A spokesman for the state 
D epartm ent of Education con­ 
firmed that those classes are 
offered for institutional credit 
and 
that 
state 
money 
is 
appropriated 
for 
them. 
Appropriations to the colleges 
are based on the institutional 
credit hours offered 
The 
legislature 
last 
year 
reduced appropriations for the 
courses from $2.6 million to $1.3 
million. 
Guastello’s chief complaint is 
that three community colleges 
are spending large sum s of 
money on the classes. 
C.S. Mott Community College 
in Flint and colleges in Grand 


Rapids and Lansing arc the 
“ big spenders,” the senator 
said. Mott received 21 per cent 
of the state money appropriated 
to community colleges for the 
leisure classes this school year. 
“ Mott is fiddling while othei 
colleges are suffering” finan 
cially, Guastello said. He saic 
lawmakers should “ put a cap’ 
on how much state money th< 
colleges can get for the courses 
“ I’m not saying the course: 
should be elim inated. I thinl 
they serve a good purpose. Bu 
taxpayers’ money shouldn’t b< 
spent teaching someone to bell; 
dance,” Guastello said. 
The state board of educatioi 
has said the classes are a part o 
comm unity colleges’ function! 
and should be provided, but tha 
funding should be at the kiwes 
possible level.

Struggle To Ratify ERA 
Is A Real Cliff-Hanger 


T he struggle to ratify the Equal 
Rights A m endm ent is beginning to 
resem ble the ordeal of T an talus — 
the m ythical G reek king who was 
condemned to perpetual hunger and 
thirst, with food and w ater lying just 
beyond 
reach. 
So 
far, 
35 
state 
legislatures have voted m favor of the 
am endm ent (including M ichigan’s on 
May 2 2 . 1972). and only three m ore 
m ust 
do so before ratification 
is 
complete. But il is entirely possible 
that ERA will die inches short of its 
goal. 
At present, the a m e n d m e n t’s pros­ 
pects ap p ear brig h test in F lorida, 
whose legislature convenes on April 5. 
YVhitty W atnick of Coconut Grove, 
F la., an ERA coordinator for Com ­ 
mon Cause, says that her organization 
is “ cautiously optim istic.” She said 
21 of the 40 state senators are firmly 
pro-ERA, with 15 opposed and four 
undecided. 
The 
a m e n d m e n t 
is 
thought to have “ quite a large m argin 
of su p p o rt” 
in 
the 
house, 
which 
approved it two years ago. 
Otherwise, 1977 has been filled with 
frustration for ERA backers. When 
Indiana ratified the a m e n d m en t on 
Jan. 18, final victory seem ed in sight. 
Indiana was one of the seven “ target 
s ta te s ” selected by ERA lobbyists, 
and its action was expected to have 
som e bearing on the voting in other 
legislatures. 
What 
followed, 
how ever, 
w as 
a 
string of defeats. Missouri, Nevada,

Congress m ore than being able to vote 
for 
legislation

The $4 
billion public w orks construction bill 
voted

contains 
som ething for every state (m in im u m 
of $30 million to the sm allest states) 
and thus is the type of bill in which 
political sentim ents rath er than reason 
generally prevail. 
As New H am pshire Senator John A. 
Durkin so succinctly put it. “ Lot’s face 
it, we’re talking money. T here are no 
great principles involved here. 


North Carolina and Virginia voted the 
am en d m en t 
down. 
Sponsors 
in 
O klahom a returned the m e a su re to 
com m ittee rather than face the c e r­ 
tainty of a losing vote. And ERA was 
bottled up or defeated in C om m ittee 
in Arkansas, Georgia and Mississippi. 
Aside from Florida, the only states 
now actively con-sidering ERA are 
Illinois and South Carolina. Because 
Illinois 
req u ires 
a 
three-fifths 
majority vote in both houses to ratify 
constitutional 
a m e n d m e n ts, 
the 
outlook there is not good. The N a­ 
tional Organization for Women rates 
ERA 's chances of passage as good in 
the South Carolina Senate but not 
good in the House. 
So what do ERA supporters do now, 
with the deadline for national r a ­ 
tification only two years away? Little 
progress is expected in 1978, because 
the nation’s state legislators will still 
be serving their current term s. The 
em phasis, then, will be on political 
cam p aign ing next year. ERA lob­ 
byists will work to defeat legislators 
who voted ag ain st the a m e n d m e n t 
and to elect persons who are pledged 
to vote for it. 
The task will be difficult. F u n ­ 
dam entalist 
chu rch 
organizations 
have led the fight against ERA, and 
they are especially strong in m any of 
the states that have yet to ratify the 
am endm ent. F o r exam ple, M ormon 
opposition has been instrum ental in 
preventing 
ratification 
in 
Utah, 
Nevada and Arizona. 
This helps to explain E R A ’s loss of 
m om entum . In the first two y ears 
after Congress approved the am en d­ 
ment. 32 states ratified it. But only 
three more have done so in the three 
years since then. 
Nine of the 11 states of the old 
Confederacy, 
including 
P re sid en t 
C arter’s Georgia, are am ong the 16 
that have yet to ratify ERA. But even 
though the President and Mrs. C arter 
have spoken out forcefully on the 
am en dm ent's behalf, they apparently 
m ade few converts. Som e southern 
legislators 
com plained 
that 
the 
C arters’ efforts constitute u n w a rra n t­ 
ed intrusion into state affairs. 
W hatever 
the 
ending, 
the 
ERA 
story shapes up as a cliffhanger. The 
am en d m en t m ay well be ’ only two 
states and two m onths short of r a ­ 
tification by Ja n u a ry 1979. If so, the 
final struggle should provide political 
d ram a of a high order. 


Bureaucrats Get Taste 
Of What It’s Like 


“ G etting out am ong the people” is a 
favorite cliche of public servants when 
a tinge of insecurity comes upon them. 
N evertheless it is a helpful way of 
finding out how the m en and women on 
the receiving end of g o v ern m e n t a c ­ 
tions feel about them. 
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Along those lines, it w as a p a r ­ 
ticularly fitting decision handed down 
by a federal judge against the Federal 
T rade Commission recently. Ruling in 
a cast* involving the F T C ’s pursuit of 
anti-trust action against eight of the 
nation’s largest oil com panies, Judge 
John Cannella ruled th at before the 
m a tte r went any fu rth e r the federal 
agency would have to file an environ­ 
mental im pact stateent with the court. 
Unusual though the order m ay be in 
cases of this nature, the FTC now finds 
itself facing the sam e q u ag m ire of red 
tape private land 
developers and 
others constantly face when dealing 
with m a tte rs re ach in g beyond their 
im m ediate dom a ns. The ju d g e ’s ac­ 
tion also m ight m ak e at least .one 
federal agency m ore aw are of the in- 
terwoven actions of governm ent agen­ 
cies upon one another. 
A skeptic is entitled to doubt that 
this particular case ever will reach the 
point at which an environm ental im ­ 
pact statem en t is p re p a re d by one 
federal agency to be tested by another. 
But the spectable of such a confronta­ 
tion, if it happened, would w arm the 
heart of the priv ate citizen against 
whom such actions usually are d irect­ 
ed.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The 
House 
and 
Senate, 
increasingly sensitive about the 
public’s low regard for their 
ethical and moral standards, 
have spent a great deal of time 
and energy during the initial 
months of this year’s session 
trying to clean up their act. 
But at the same time the two 
houses of Congress have been 
fashioning tough new codes of 
ethics for themselves, a hand­ 
ful of the most ingenious and 
inventive legislators have been 
searchingfor loopholes in the 
law, cutting corners on ethics 
and generally 
ignoring the 
spirit of reform. 
One of these doing business 
at the same old stand is Rep. 
Richard T. Schulze, R-Pa., who 
has found a way to legally 
evade the 70-year-old statutory 
probition on corporate con­ 
tributions to cam paigns for 
federal office. 
Schulze recently wrote the 
Federal Election Commission 
(FEC) to explain that he had 
arranged to accept a $1,900 
“ public service’’ gift of 250 
“ Congressm an’s 
Medal

But the FEC, 
confronted with his disclaimer 
that the scheme “ will not be 
related to any cam paign ac­ 
tivity.” had no choice but to 
consent to the plan 
However, Commission Chair­ 
man Vernon W. Thomson, in 
an emotional speech, warned 
his colleagues: “ This is the 
opening wedge of a very, very 
dangerous practice . . . an ex­ 
tremely dangerous opportunity 
for corporate contributions for 
political activities.” 
After Schulze’s staff learned 
that we were planning to write 


about 
his 
previously 
un­ 
publicized program, his press 
secretary informed us that the 
congressman had “ not fully 
implemented the plan,” had 
belatedly “ reconsidered” the 
idea and decided to buy the 
medals himself. 
The Kemper Insurance Com­ 
panies, 
another 
corporation 
prohibited by law from con­ 
tributing 
to 
congressional 
campaigns, 
has 
found 
an 
equally creative way to skirt 
the statute: It wants to donate 
$1,000 to help finance publica­ 
tion of a book written by “ an 
incumbent congressman.” 
Again, the FEC approved the 
plan because it technically did 
not involve a cam paign con­ 
tribution. 
When 
we 
called 
David E. Brown, a Kemper 
lawyer, seeking more informa­ 
tion, the conversation went like 
this: 
Q. Can you tell us the name 
of the congressman? 
A. No. 
Q. Why not? 
A. Why should I?«, 
Q. 
Because you shouldn’t 
have anything to hide. 
A. If I wanted to include his 
name (in the request to the 
FEC) I would have. 
There are countless other 
variations. Rep. Mario Biaggi, 
D-N.Y., wants to use $5,(MM) of 
unspent campaign funds to 
finance “the writing of a book 
and screenplay about my life.” 
Reps. Gene Taylor, R-Mo., 
and Norman F. Lent, R-N Y., 
have 
cam paign 
com m ittees 
which 
purchased cars 
with 
political funds and now main­ 
tain the vehicles in their dis­ 
tricts — thereby giving the 
congressmen the benefit of a 
free auto whenever they go 
home. 
Finally, the FEC this week 
approved a controversial plan 
concocted by Rep. George V. 
Hansen, 
R-Idaho. 
He wants 
approval to solicit contribution 
by mail, then use the proceeds 
to pay for such personal ex­ 
penses 
as 
medical 
bills, 
business losses and children's 
college tuition. 
It’s no wonder the voters 
have come to view congres­ 
sional morality as lower than 
the proverbial snake’s belly.

Just Outrageous 


The D epartm ent of Health, 
Education, and W elfare has a 
larger annual budget than the 
Pentagon and it has more im ­ 
pact on the life of ordinary 
Americans than any Federal 
agency except the IRS. 
Yet the new Secretary of HEW 
in the C arter Cabinet, Joseph 
Califano, 
has 
come 
out 
forthrightly 
for 
reverse 
discrim ination 
— 
that 
is, 
discrim ination against white 
males, discrim ination based 
upon their skin color and their 
gender. 
Califano thus favors policies 
that are in clear violation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, not to 
mention the Civil Rights Act of 
1%4, and which are abhorrent to 
most Americans. 
In a recent interview with the 
New York Tim es, Secretary 
Califano “ said that, based on his 
experience in the practice of law 
and in recruiting policy makers 
for the department, it was pos­ 
sible and necessary to endorse 
preferential hiring for jobs and 
admissions policies in higher 
education.” 
Califano explained: “ How am 
I. as Secretary of HEW, ever 
going to find first-class black 
doctors, 
first-class 
black 
lawyers, first-class black scien­ 
tists, first-class women scien­ 
tists, if these people don’t have 
the chance to get into the best 
places 
(schools) 
in 
the 
country?” The first people who 
ought to be outraged by such a 
statem ent are self-respecting 
blacks and women. 
What Califano is saying is that 
without “ preferential” quotas 
they will not make it into the 
best schools.

is,

blacks and other non-white 
minorities, plus women, cannot 
compete on equal term s with 
white males. 
Califano should be sued for

ihg on the doors of his office, 
and 
if the 
Republicans 
in 
Congress do not make an issue 
out of this — do not, for 
example, introduce a bill to im­ 
peach this bureaucrat — then 
the Republicans richly deserve 
their [Kilitical fate. 
Of course Califano’s idiocy 
comes at a tim e when the 
Supreme Court is preparing to 
act on this very issue. In the 
celebrated Allen Bakke case, a 
white male is charging that he

Davis branch of the University 
of California, Bakke was denied 
admission to the medical school

The California Supreme Court 
upheld Bakke. The legal issues 
here appear to be so clear-cut 
that those favoring reverse 
discrimination pleaded with the 
University of California not to 
appeal the decision, even though 
failure to appeal would strike 
down reverse discrimination in 
California.

discriminators correctly feared 
the national impact of an ad­ 
verse decision by the U.S. 
Supreme Court 


In his New York Times inter­ 
view, Califano rather demurely 
alluded 
to 
the approaching 
Supreme Court decision. “ I am 
not sure what the ultim ate, 
technical legal resolution of the 
case will be. But it is important 
that we not lose the ability to

program s which would give 
minorities and women the op­ 
portunity to get into the major 
graduate schools and universi­ 
ties in the country.” 
I cherish that “ technical legal 
resolution.”

The pink slips inform the teachers that under 
present conditions, their jobs will not be available in the fall. 
Due to a decline in ennillm ent this year, the Law rence sch(M>l 
district lost some S56,000 in state aid, according to Supt. Stoll. A 
large part of the enrollm ent decline was attributed to the fact that 
m igrant fam ilies left the area early last fall due to the short grapt* 
crop. “ Pink slipping is a financial i)recaiifion b<>in« taken by th«‘ 


school Ixiard at this tim e,” Stoll said. 
If the enrollm ent rises next yt-ar — it’s not expcH ted to, accord­ 
ing to Stoll, — or if an additional op<‘rating niillage is appro\ed by 
district voters in .lune, som e or all of the 11 t('achers could Ik* 
hired back, he said. Stoll said the l>oard plans to decide how m uch 
additional im llage will Ix* .sought at its April 14 iiu'eting.

— as long as it does sox>qually for its homosexual and heterosexual 
applicants, a hearing examiner has ruled. 
U*on Trawick, a Minneapolis lawyer, ruled Friday in a case 
brought by Gar>’ Edgar Johnson, 28, who complained to the city’s 
Civil Rights Commission that Big Brothers had discriminattxl 
against him in violation of a local ordinance. Trawick ruled that it 
is not unlawful for Big Brothers to gather such information about 
volunteers who want to act as companions to fatherless boys. 
But he ruled discriminatory a Big Brothers policy of com­ 
municating that information only in cases “ where there is a 
preference for persons of the same gender.” Johnson has ack­ 
nowledged such a preference.

I’HII^DELPHIA (AP) — Mayor P'rank Riz/o says the transit 
strike that has forced 4<Ki,0(K) riders here to find alternate trans­ 
portation “can last for 10 years as far as I’m concerned." 
“It is the position of the city that it won't come up with one more 
dime,” Rizzo said Friday as public transportation in the nation’s 
fourth largest city came to a virtual standstill after drivers, 
maintenance workers and cashiers struck the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation Authority (SEPTA). 


The unexpected walkout forced riders of buses, trolleys and 
subways to use cars, taxis, bicycles i>r walk Those who chose cars 
got caught in massive traffic jam s. In addition to Hizzo. (iov. 
Milton Shapp also denounced the walkout. Shapp told a news 
conference in H arrisburg that “ there are virtually no funds 
available to defray the increased costs.” 


David Brown, the governor’s transportation adviser, suggested 
the present 35-c'ent fare for a single ride probably would have to be 
raised to 50 cents to pay for any settlement. He said a l5-cent hike 


would raise an additional $18 million While pickets marched in 
front of SKITA’s 11 deiM)ts m the city, the company continut><l to 
oixTate in the suburl)s where employe contracts have not expirtnl. 
'Fhe walkout began at a minute past midnight after members of 
b ttal 2.34. Transix»rt Workers I'nion, retected 2.507 to 1.899 a ten­ 
tative two-year $17 million contract their leaders had accept^l on 
March 12. (lov. Shapp calh-d f»tr an immediate revote, contending 
the employes had cast ballots “ under false pretenses.” Before the 
voting, reports circulated that Shapp was going to budget an ad­ 
ditional $4 million to run SEPTA. Ned LeDonne, union president, 
blamed the erroneous rejxirt for the contract rejection. 
The rejected agrw'ment provided 60 cents more an hour ov er 
two years, plus improved medical and pension benefits. Drivers 
now make $6.43 an hour, mechanics $6.69 and cashiers $6.22. Some 
blame the walkout on a union power struggle. LeDonne is opposed 
for re-election by Joseph Donato, form er TWU secretary- 
treasurer, who was fitted by SEPTA last week for heading a wild­ 
cat strike that disrupted some service.
